(Stenapa) was also present

presented Lt. Governor 
Hyden Gittens with a copy 
of the new publication, 
Important Bird Areas (IB A) 
of the Caribbean, which 
features several pages about 
St. Eustatius. 

In the publication, a 
characterisation is given 
of the Quill and Boven 


areas, as well as a list of 
bird species of international 
interest found in these 
areas, such as the Antillean 
Crested Hummingbird, 
Green-Throated Carib, 
Red-Billed Tropic Bird and 
Bridled Quail Dove. 
Esteban said that 
Vogelbescherming had 
raised 120,000 euros from 


their membership in the 
Netherlands in 2008, for the 
Dutch Caribbean Nature 
Alliance to organise two 
bird conservation projects, 
to set up monitoring 
stations, and to produce 
bird identification sheets 
and guides for each island 
of the Netherlands Antilles. 
She said that bird monitoring 


in St. Eustatius commenced 
in October 2008. As a result, 
the recognised bird list has 
increased from 56 resident 
and migrating birds to 58. 
More information about 
Statia’s national park and 
its feathered inhabitants is 
available at the St. Eustatius 
National Parks Visitor

Stocks fall on weak retail sales, foreclosure jump

NEW YORK - Investors are 
looking at the economy more 
skeptically. 

Stocks retreated more than 
2 percent on Wednesday 
and bond prices rose after 
two reports suggested the 
economy is not bouncing back 
as quickly as investors hoped. 
The Commerce Department 
said retail sales unexpectedly 
fell in April for the second 
straight month, while 
Realty Trac Inc. reported 
a troubling rise in home 
foreclosures. 

Investors are mindful that the 
Dow Jones industrial average 
spiked 31 percent from its 
early March lows — the 
biggest jump in such a short 
span since the 1930s. After 
Wednesday’s decline the index 
is still up 26.5 percent from 
March 9, but investors are 
now wondering if the market 
will see a sharper pullback. 
Analysts say a drop of 10 
percent from the market’s 
recent peak would hardly be 
surprising, especially since 
recent economic readings 
have failed to beat forecasts. 
“Overall, it’s just a market 
that’s due for a pause, due 
for a pullback, due for 
consolidation,” said Quincy 
Krosby, chief investment 
strategist for The Hartford. 
“You don’t want markets to 
skyrocket. The higher you go, 
the deeper you fall.” 

Few analysts, however, 
anticipate the stock market 
to sink lower than it did in 
March. 

“What we ’ ve done over the past 
month-and-a-half is remove 
this idea of Armageddon,” 
said Charlie Smith, chief 
investment officer at Fort Pitt 
Capital. 

The Dow fell 184.22, or 2.2 
percent, to 8,284.89. 

Broader stock indicators 
sank even more sharply. The 
Standard & Poor’s 500 index 


fell 24.43, or 2.7 percent, to 
883.92, while the Nasdaq 
composite index declined 
51.73, or 3 percent, to 
1,664.19. 

The decline put the S&P 500, 
a widely used barometer for 
mutual funds and professional 
investors alike, back into the 
negative column for the year 
to date. The had S&P edged 
above that level on May 4. 
During the market’s two- 
month advance, investors 
grew accustomed to data 
indicating that the economy, 
while not growing, was at 
least bottoming out. This 
week, unexpectedly worse 
data has thrown a wrench into 
the works. 

On Wednesday, economists 
predicted April retail sales 
would be flat, but instead they 
fell, and March’s sales decline 
was revised to an even larger 
drop. 

Macy’s Inc. offered another 
sign that consumer spending 
is not on the rebound. The 
department store operator 
said its loss in the first-quarter 
widened from a year ago to $ 8 8 
million. Macy’s fell 83 cents, 
or 6.7 percent, to $11.52. 
Meanwhile, the main driver of 
the recession — the collapsing 
housing market — has yet to 
turn around. RealtyTrac data 
said April’s foreclosures were 
up 32 percent from a year ago, 
and up slightly from March. 
It was the second straight 
month that more than 340,000 
U.S. households received a 
foreclosure filing. 

More economic data is on the 
way this week. Nicholas Colas, 
chief market strategist at BNY 
ConvergEx, said Thursday’s 
weekly unemployment claims 
report is weighing on the 
market. The release will be the 
first to fully incorporate plant 
closings at Chrysler EEC — 
making it a “real wild card,” 
he said. 

“As a trader,” he said, “do you 
want to build positions ahead 
of the number?” 


Financial stocks once again 
drove the market. The KBW 
Bank Index, which tracks 24 
of the nation’s largest banks, 
fell 6.5 percent. 

Krosby pointed to both 
stock and bond offerings by 
banks, which dilute current 
shareholders, and news that 
the Obama administration 
wants a say in executive pay 
at financial institutions. 

Bond prices rose on 
Wednesday’s negative 

economic news, pushing 
the yield on the benchmark 
10-year Treasury note, a 
benchmark for key borrowing 
rates such as home mortgages, 
down to 3.12 percent from 
3.18 percent late Tuesday. 
The yield on the three-month 
T-bill slipped to 0.16 percent 
from 0.17 percent. 

About 9 stocks rose for every 
one that fell on the New 
York Stock Exchange, where 
consolidated volume came 
to 6.7 billion shares, little 
changed from Tuesday. 

The dollar mostly rose against 
other major currencies, while 
gold prices also rose. 


The Russell 2000 index of 
smaller companies fell 23.36, 
or 4.7 percent, to 471.82. 
Overseas, Japan’s Nikkei 
stock average rose 0.5 percent. 
Britain’s FTSE 100 declined 
2.1 percent, Germany’s DAX 
index declined 2.6 percent, 
and France’s CAC-40 fell 2.4 
percent. The biggest gainer in 
the Dow was General Motors 
Corp., which dropped to its 
lowest price since April 1933, 
and then attracted bargain

hunters. GM ended up 6 cents, 
or 5.2 percent, at $1.21. 

CME Group Inc., the 
parent company of the 
Chicago Board of Trade 
and the Chicago Mercantile 
Exchange, rose $15.62, or 6 
percent, to $274.10. A draft 
letter to Congress said the 
Treasury Department wants 
a central electronic-based 
system to track the buying and 
selling of over-the-counter 
derivatives^ 


Whole Foods 2Q profit 
falls 32 percent 


AUSTIN, Texas - Whole Foods Market Inc. 
said Wednesday that its profit fell 32 percent 
in its second fiscal quarter as shoppers cut 
back on spending during the recession. 
However, its results came in ahead of Wall 
Street expectations and it reaffirmed its full- 
year outlook. Shares of the company jumped 
on the news, gaining $1.50, or 7.5 percent, 
to $21.45 in after-hours trading. The stock 
closed the regular session down 9.4 percent 
at $20. 

The Austin-based grocery chain reported that 
it earned $27.3 million, or 19 cents per share, 
for the quarter ended April 12. That is down 
from $40 million, or 29 cents per share for the 
same quarter last year. 

The company’s quarterly sales were flat at 
$1.86 billion. 

Analysts expected the company to earn 18 


cents per share on revenue of $1.87 billion. 
Whole Foods said its same-store sales 
decreased 4.8 percent in the quarter, versus a 
6.7 percent increase in the prior year period. 
Same-store sales, or sales at stores open at 
least a year, are a key measure of retailer 
performance. 

Whole Foods Chief Executive John Mackey 
said he was pleased with the results. He 
pointed to the company’s free cash flow of 
$98 million and expense controls as positive 
highlights for the quarter, despite the sales 
trends. 

Whole Foods maintained its guidance for the 
full-year, saying it expects sales of roughly $8 
billion and a profit of 71 cents to 76 cents per 
share, including costs related to its settlement 
with the Federal Trade Commission and 
preferred stock issue.□ 
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Saberi’s Release A Good 
Omen for US-lran Talks

The Nation — Here’s what I wonder: If an Iranian journalist came 
to the United States, deliberately let his reporter’s credentials 
expire, took a job working for an important US agency that handles 
confidential or classified material, and then secretly copied one of 
those documents out of “curiosity,” do you think he would have 
been released by an appeals court? Or do you think that he might 
have received, say, eight years in prison for espionage? 

Roxana Saberi is a very lucky woman. As the Independent 
reported, not only did she copy a secret Iranian document about 
the war in Iraq, but she also visited Israel: 

A joyful Roxana Saberi yesterday thanked those who helped win 
her release as her lawyer revealed his client had been convicted 
of spying in part because she had a copy of a confidential Iranian 
report on the war in Iraq. 

Ms Saberi, a freelance journalist who was freed on Monday 
after four months in prison in Tehran, had copied the report “out 
of curiosity” while she worked as a freelance translator for a 
powerful body connected to Iran’s ruling clerics, said the lawyer, 
Saleh Nikbakht. 

It turned into a key part of the prosecution’s case against Ms Saberi 
during her secret, closed-door trial in mid-April before an Iranian 
security court, Mr Nikbakht said. Prosecutors had also cited a trip 
to Israel that Ms Saberi had made in 2006, he said. 

More will come out on this story, I suppose. The same newspaper 
reports: 

Ms Saberi had admitted that she had copied the document two 
years ago but said she had not passed it on to the Americans as 
prosecutors had claimed. ... Ms Saberi also told the appeals court 
that she had engaged in no activities against Iran during her visit 
to Israel. 

According to Reuters, the document in question was a report 
prepared by the Center for Strategic Research in Tehran. 

Hillary Clinton, celebrating her release, said: “We continue to 
take issue with the charges against her and the verdicts rendered, 
but we are very heartened that she has been released.” 

It’s comforting to take the whole story at face value, and to 
assume that Saberi was a naive and innocent bystander in a power 
struggle between moderates and hardliners in Iran, of course. 
President Ahmadinej ad intervened in the case, seemingly pushing 
for leniency and fairness. At least one observer in Iran, Ibrahim 
Yazdi — who is no fan of the hardliners, though he served as 
foreign minister in the early days of the Islamic Republic — told 
the Times □ 


Obama puts Israel at risk

The May 18 meeting between President Obama 
and Israeli Prime Minister Benjamin Netanyahu 
is critical for both nations. US-Israeli relations 
are in danger of deteriorating to the lowest point 
since Dwight Eisenhower ordered Israeli troops to 
evacuate Sinai in 1956 - an event that contributed 
to the 1967 Six-Day War. The summit may define 
relations between these two democracies for the 
duration of the Obama administration and beyond. 
The White House seems to be intentionally slighting 
Israel in advance of the summit, even as it raises the 
stakes. Obama’s chief of staff, Rahm Emanuel, and 
National Security Adviser Gen. James Jones appear 
to have linked US willingness to stop Iran’s nuclear 
program to receiving Israeli concessions regarding 
the two-state solution. 

This is both immoral and counterproductive. 
Immoral, because it is dangerously close to 
blackmailing the Jewish state with a nuclear 
holocaust, planned by the Holocaust denier-in- 
chief, Iranian President Mahmoud Ahmadinej ad. 
Counterproductive, because potential Iranian nukes 
would threaten American interests and allies in 
the Middle East, including the oil-producing Gulf 
states. 

The Obama administration is advocating steps that 
would jeopardize Israeli security. There is concern 
that it might approve an Arab-backed plan that 
could compel Israel to withdraw to indefensible 
1967 cease-fire lines. The late, dovish Israeli foreign 
minister, Abba Eban, called these lines “the borders 
of Auschwitz.” 

The administration supports dividing Jerusalem to 
make a Palestinian capital. Such division was not 
a happy solution for Berlin decades ago. Jerusalem 
should not be cut in half by barbed wire fences. 

It also wants Israel to join the ineffective Nuclear 
Non-Proliferation Treaty. The US had committed 
in a bilateral agreement not to tamper with the 
Israeli nuclear shield. At a time when Iran seems 
on the verge of acquiring nuclear weapons, this is 


like demanding that a man in a rough neighborhood 
give up his shotgun when the criminal next door is 
getting a Kalashnikov. 

All this occurs at a time when the terrorist 
organization Hamas is gaining strength. Polls 
predict that it would win Palestinian elections. 
If “Hamastan” arises in Gaza and the West Bank, 
it will probably become the next terror state, one 
keenly interested in destabilizing the US ally Jordan, 
as well. 

The bigger picture is even more alarming. The 
administration is spending precious time and 
political capital trying for a quick fix to an intractable 
conflict. Obama and his top officials are meeting 
with the kings of Saudi Arabia and Jordan, the 
Egyptian president, the Europeans, and the Russians 
to effectively develop a plan that Israel had no part 
in formulating - and which would be imposed on it 
by extreme pressure. 

This grand design is based on the “Arab peace 
plan” penned by the Saudis. It envisions settling 
millions of the 1948 Palestinian refugees and their 
descendants in Israel, a country the size of New 
Jersey. 

This would irrevocably change the nature of Israel 
and create an ever greater terror threat. In pursuing 
this track, the Obama administration risks repeating 
the mistakes of its predecessors who also eagerly 
embraced instant solutions. Consider Camp David 
II in 2000, after which Yasser Arafat triggered the 
second intifada that killed more than 5,000 overall. 
The administration seems to be making three 
grave errors. The first is disregarding reality. The 
entrenched hostility of the Arab world and radical 
Muslims toward Israel is there for all to see. The 
core issue is that the Arab elites have not accepted 
Israel’s existence in the region. This fundamental 
point cannot be overlooked. 

A second major mistake is arm-twisting a staunch 
democratic ally to curry favor among a deeply anti- 
American Arab and Islamic world. Doing so would 
send a message of weakness.□

Kate” a new tone. 

“There’s no question they’re 
going through a tough time,” 
said TLC spokeswoman 
Laurie Goldberg.

NEW YORK (Reuters) - 
Actress Farrah Fawcett was 
hoping for a miracle in the 
early days of her battle with 
anal cancer, but longtime 
companion Ryan O’Neal is 
now looking tearfully to a life 
without her. 

“I do not want to die of this 
disease. I want to stay alive. So 
I say to God ... it is seriously 
time for a miracle,” Fawcett 
said two years ago in a video 
diary chronicling her two and 
a half year battle with cancer. 


The video diary, “Farrah’s 
Story,” will be broadcast on 
NBC television on Friday as 
the “Charlie’s Angels” star 
appears to be nearing the 
end of her life. NBC released 
excerpts on Wednesday. 

In an emotional interview with 
NBC’s “Today” program that 
was shown on Wednesday, 
O’Neal described Fawcett 
as “powerful, courageous, 
fearless” throughout the highs 
and lows since she was first 
diagnosed in 2006. 

“I know this — that in the last 


two years I loved her more 
than I’ve ever loved her, ever,” 
he said of their tumultuous 
relationship. “She’s the rock. 
She taught us all how to cope. 
She is extraordinary, I don’t 
know what I will do without 
her.” 

O’Neal, 68, who is the father 
of Fawcett’s son, Redmond 
O’Neal, said she believed 
there would be better times 
ahead when she decided to 
film her struggle. 

“I think she may have believed 
that she would survive and 
have a document, a film 
document — that is not how it 
is going,” he said. 

O’Neal told People magazine 
in an interview last week that 
Fawcett, 62, was now bed¬ 
ridden, had lost her famous 
blonde hair, and that her 
treatment “has pretty much 
ended.” 

Fawcett found international 
fame in the 1970s for her role 
as the tanned, blonde private 
eye in the hit television show 
“Charlie’s Angels”. Her good 
looks and flowing hair came 
to epitomize the glamour of 
the California life-style. 
Fawcett used a home video 
camera to film and narrate her 
visits to doctors in Germany 
and the United States, and 
time with friends. □

In reversal, Obama seeks 
to block abuse photos

WASHINGTON (AP) — President Barack 
Obama declared Monday he would try to 
block the court-ordered release of photos that 
show U.S. troops abusing prisoners. He said 
the abrupt reversal of his position came out 
of concern that the pictures would “further 
inflame anti-American opinion” and endanger 
U.S. forces in Iraq and Afghanistan. 

The White House had said last month it would 
not oppose an appeals court ruling that set 
a May 28 deadline for releasing dozens of 
photos from military investigations of alleged 
misconduct. But American commanders in the 
war zones have expressed deep concern about 
fresh damage the photos might do, especially 
as the United States tries to wind down the Iraq 
war and step up operations against the Taliban 
and al-Qaida in Afghanistan. 

When photos emerged in 2004 from the 
infamous U.S.-run Abu Ghraib prison in Iraq, 
showing grinning American soldiers posing 
with detainees — some of the prisoners naked, 
some being held on leashes — the pictures 
caused a huge anti-American backlash around 
the globe, particularly among Muslims. 

Obama, explaining his change of heart on 
releasing the other photos, said they already 
had served their purpose in investigations of 
“a small number of individuals.” Those cases 
were all concluded by 2004, and the president 


said “the individuals who were involved have 
been identified, and appropriate actions have 
been taken.” 

The Pentagon conducted 200 investigations 
into alleged abuse connected with the photos in 
question. The administration did not provide an 
immediate accounting of how they turned out. 
“This is not a situation in which the Pentagon 
has concealed or sought to justify inappropriate 
action,” Obama said of the photos. “In fact, the 
most direct consequence of releasing them, 
I believe, would be to further inflame anti- 
American opinion and to put our troops in 
greater danger.” 

Spokesman Robert Gibbs said release of 
photos from the cases would merely “provide, 
in some ways, a sensationalistic portion of that 
investigation.” Obama said later, “I want to 
emphasize that these photos that were requested 
in this case are not particularly sensational, 
especially when compared to the painful images 
that we remember from Abu Ghraib.” 

Still, he said he had made it newly clear: “Any 
abuse of detainees is unacceptable. It is against 
our values. It endangers our security. It will not 
be tolerated.” The effort to keep the photos from 
becoming public represented a sharp reversal 
from Obama’s repeated pledges for open 
government, and in particular from his promise 
to be forthcoming with information that courts 
have ruled should be publicly available.

Associated Press 
Rodham Clinton said 
Wednesday she will travel 
to Latin America in coming 
weeks to further U.S. goals 


in the region where she 
recently expressed concern 
about inroads by Iran, 
Russia and China. 

Clinton will visit El 
Salvador to attend the June 1 
inauguration of Salvadoran 
president-elect Mauricio 
Funes and then Honduras 
where she will participate 
in the June 2-3 annual 
general assembly of the 
Organization of American 
States, she said. 

The trip will be a follow-on 
to last month’s Summit of 
the Americas in Trinidad and 
Tobago at which President 
Barack Obama said his 
administration was willing 
to pursue more positive 
relations with all nations in 
the Western Hemisphere. 
“For our part, the United 
States has been engaging 
our neighbors ... to find 
collaborative and effective 


ways to move forward in 
areas of urgent concern,” 
Clinton told a meeting of 
the Council of Americas, 
announcing her trip and 
noting recent hemispheric 
cooperation on combatting 
the H1N1 swine flu virus. 
U.S. ties with several 
Latin American countries, 
including Venezuela, 

Nicaragua and Bolivia, 
which are all headed by 
democratically elected 
but leftist leaders, 
languished during the Bush 
administration. 

Earlier this month, Clinton 
said told State Department 
employees that the Obama 
administration is looking 
at restoring ambassadorial- 
level representation and 
other strategies aimed at 
those nations. 

She also said the U.S. also 
wants better relations with 


Cuba but wants to evidence 
of reform on the communist 
island. 

On May 1, Clinton 
told State Department 
employees that the 
President George W. Bush’s 
Latin American policy had 
been counterproductive, 
allowing leftist leaders like 
Venezuela’s Hugo Chavez, 
Bolivia’s Evo Morales 
and Nicaragua’s Daniel 
Ortega to promote anti- 
U.S. sentiment and rely on 
aid from China, Iran and 
Russia. 

She said the growing 
influence of China and 
Iran in those countries is

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As such, it invited criticism 
from the more liberal segments 
of his Democratic Party, which 
want a full accounting, and 
even redress, for what they see 
as the misdeeds of the former 
Bush administration. 

“The decision to not release 
the photographs makes a 
mockery of President Obama’s 
promise of transparency and 
accountability,” said ACLU 
attorney Amrit Singh, who 
had argued and won the case 
before the 2nd U.S. Circuit 
Court of Appeals in New 
York. “It is essential that these 
photographs be released so 
that the public can examine 
for itself the full scale and 
scope of prisoner abuse that 
was conducted in its name.” 
On Capitol Hill, Republicans 
welcomed the change, 
however. A military group 
also said it was relieved. 
“These photos represent 
isolated incidents where the 
offending servicemen and 
women have already been 
prosecuted,” said Brian Wise, 
executive director of Military 
Families United. 

“There is no good that can 
come from releasing these 
photos.” 

The reactions were a reverse of 
what happened after Obama’s 
decision last month to release 
documents that detailed brutal 
interrogation techniques used 
by the CIA against terror 
suspects. Those also came 
out in response to an ACLU 
lawsuit, and his decision then 
brought harsh and continuing 
criticism from Republicans. 
This time he is kicking the 
decision back into court, 
where his administration still 
could be forced to release the 
photos. 

Indeed, there is some evidence 
that the administration has 
little case left. 

Gibbs said the president 
instructed administration 
lawyers to challenge the 
photos’ release based on the 
national security implications. 
He said that argument was not 
used before. 

But the Bush administration 
already argued against the 
release on national security 
grounds, and lost. 

“It is plainly insufficient to 
claim that releasing documents 
could reasonably be expected 
to endanger some unspecified 
member of a group so vast

as to encompass all United 
States troops, coalition 
forces, and civilians in Iraq 
and Afghanistan,” the three- 
judge appeals panel wrote in 
September 2008. 

The Justice Department had 
concluded that further appeal 
would probably be fruitless, 
and last month, Gibbs said 
the president had concurred 
with that conclusion, although 
without commenting on 
whether Obama would support 
the release if not pressed by a 
court case. 

Thus, the administration 
assured a federal judge that it 
would turn over the material 
by May 28, including one 
batch of 21 photos and another 
of 23 images. The government 
also told the judge it was 
“processing for release a 
substantial number of other 
images,” for a total expected 
to be in the hundreds. 

The court also has already 
rejected another argument the 
president and his spokesman 
made, that the photos add 
little of value to the public’s 


understanding of the issue. 
“This contention disregards 
FOIA’s central purpose of 
furthering governmental 
accountability,” the appeals 
court panel concluded in the 
same decision. 

Obama’s own Jan. 21 
memorandum on honoring 
the Freedom of Information 
Act also takes a different line. 
“The government should not 
keep information confidential 
merely because public officials 
might be embarrassed by 
disclosure, because errors and 
failures might be revealed, 
or because of speculative or 
abstract fears,” it said. 

The president informed Gen. 
Ray Odiemo, commander 
of U.S. troops in Iraq, of his 
decision during a White House 
meeting on Tuesday. 

Gen. David Petraeus, the senior 
commander for both wars, 
also had weighed in against 
the release, as had Gen. David 
McKiernan, the outgoing top 
general in Afghanistan. 
Military commanders ’ 

concerns were most intense 


with respect to Afghanistan. 
The release would coincide 
with the post-winter thaw 
that usually heralds the year’s 
toughest fighting there, and 
it would come as thousands 
of new U.S. troops head into 
Afghanistan’s volatile south. 
Defense Secretary Robert 
Gates said he once had held 
the view that it might be best to 
“go through the pain once” and 
release a large batch of images 


now, since so many are at 
issue in multiple lawsuits. But 
he and the president changed 
their minds when Odierno 
and McKiernan expressed 
“very great worry that release 
of these photographs will 
cost American lives,” Gates 
said before the House Armed 
Services Committee in the 
House of Representatives. 
“That’s all it took for me,”

Craigslist says it will drop ‘erotic services’ ads

CHICAGO (AP) — Online classifieds 
site Craigslist said Wednesday it will 
drop its controversial “erotic services” 
category in response to law enforcement 
leaders who said the ads were a front 
for prostitution. The old category will 
be replaced with one listing “adult 
services,” and a fee will be charged, the 
company said. Employees will monitor 
every posting before it appears online — 
a precaution the site has been criticized 
for refusing to take in the past. 


Pressure to remove the category 
increased this spring after a Boston 
medical student was charged with killing 
a masseuse who authorities say he met 
through Craigslist. 

The move also comes two months after 
Sheriff Tom Dart of Cook County in 
Illinois filed a lawsuit alleging Craigslist 
not only allows the solicitation of 
prostitution but had created what he 
called the “largest source of prostitution 
in America.” 

Craigslist CEO Jim Buckmaster said 
the agreement preserves a place “for 


legal businesses to advertise” while 
incorporating feedback from attorneys 
general, free speech advocates, law 
enforcement, Internet law experts and 
millions of Americans who use the site. 
Craigslist officials and attorneys general 
from Illinois, Connecticut and Missouri 
met last week to seek an end to the ads. 
“Craigslist’s erotic services section had 
become nothing more than an Internet 
brothel,” Illinois Attorney General Lisa 
Madigan said. The erotic services ads 
will expire in seven days, the Web site 
and Madigan’s office said.Q

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Treasury wants more financial regulations

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Obama administration is 
asking Congress to extend its 
oversight of the U.S. financial 
system to include the shadowy 
market of derivatives, the 
kind of complex financial 
instruments that helped bring 


down the giant insurer AIG. 

In a draft two-page letter to 
congressional leaders, the 
Treasury Department says 
it wants to create a central 
electronic-based system that 
would track the buying and 
selling of derivatives. It also 
wants to ensure that financial 
firms selling the instruments 
have enough capital on hand in 
case they default and subject 
them to stringent standards 
of conduct and new reporting 
requirements. 

The legislative proposal, to be 
announced later Wednesday 
by Treasury Secretary 
Timothy Geithner, is the 
administration’s first major 
step in overhauling the U.S. 
financial regulatory system. 
“All (over-the-counter) 

derivatives dealers and all other 
firms whose activities in those 
markets create large exposures 
to counterparties should be 
subject to a robust regime of 
prudential supervision and 
regulation,” Treasury wrote in 
its draft letter. 

“Key elements of that robust 
regulatory regime must 
include conservative capital 
requirements, business 

conduct standards, reporting 


requirements and conservative 
requirements relating to initial 
margins on counterparty credit 
exposures,” the department 
adds. 

Current law largely excludes 
regulation of instruments, 
which are referred to as “over- 
the-counter” derivatives 
because they are privately 
traded. 

New rules would deter 
financial firms from taking 
undue risk, prevent fraud 
and ensure they are marketed 
appropriately, Geithner said in 
the draft letter. 

Geithner, who was expected to 
brief reporters on Wednesday, 
saidincongressional testimony 
last month that he wants to 
force these types of contracts 
to be cleared through a central 
system. 

“Let me be clear: The days 
when a major insurance 
company could bet the house 
on credit default swaps with 
no one watching and no 
credible backing to protect the 
company or taxpayers from 
losses must end,” Geithner 
told Congress. 

The value of over-the- 
counter derivatives hinges 
on an underlying figure or 


commodity — ranging from 
currency rate swaps to oil 
futures and inflation bets. The 
derivative reduces the risk 
of loss from the underlying 
asset. The global business 
world holds a staggering $600 
trillion of these contracts. 

One of the most infamous 
examples of the derivatives 
were credit-default swaps sold 
by American International 
Group Inc. AIG sold the 
swaps to investors as a kind 
of insurance to protect against 
defaults on mortgage-backed 
securities. But the company 
had to accept a hefty federal 
bailout after it was unable to 
support the contracts.

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10 dead, 17 rescued after boat sinks off Florida

MIAMI BEACH, Florida (AP) 
— A boat overloaded with 
around 30 people, possibly 
Haitians being smuggled to 
the U.S. from their desperately 
poor country, sank off the 
Florida coast early Wednesday, 
dropping the occupants into 
the sea. The Coast Guard 
rescued 17 and was searching 
for others but said at least 10 
died, including one child. 

The Coast Guard hadn’t 
figured out exactly how many 
people were aboard, how 
many might still be lost at sea 
or how long the search would 
go, but it appeared certain that 
it fit the profile of migrant 
smuggling. 


“The boat was obviously 
overloaded,” Coast Guard 
Capt. James Fitton said. “It’s 
a tragedy that someone would 
be so callous with human 
life.” 

For those familiar with the 
plight of Haitians, the escape 
attempt was no surprise. 

“The economic conditions 
in Haiti are deplorable, and 
I don’t see them getting any 
better any time soon,” said 
Andy Gomez, a University of 
Miami expert on Caribbean 
migration. “And the Haitian- 
American community has 
developed a pretty good 
network here in the last five 
or 10 years, just as the Cuban- 
Americans have done, so 


there’s more of a reason to 
come.” 

Four tropical storms and 
hurricanes battered the 
Western Hemisphere’s poorest 
country during last year’s 
harvest season, killing 793 
people, crippling agriculture 
and causing $1 billion in 
damage to irrigation, bridges 
and roads. 

In January, United Nations- 
sponsored groups said more 
aid was urgently needed to 
stave off famine in several 
areas of the country. 

Fitton said the boat apparently 
left Bimini in the Bahamas 
on Tuesday night and was 
believed to have capsized or 
collided with something at 
about 2 a.m. Officials didn’t 
learn about it until another 
boater called more than 10 
hours later. 

The boat has not been found, 
and is thought to have sunk 
because it hasn’t been spotted 
from the air. Fitton said all 
those rescued were expected 
to recover. Besides children, 
women also were aboard, 
including a pregnant woman. 
Two helicopters, a jet and 
three boats were helping in the 
rescue effort about 15 miles off 
the shore of Boynton Beach 
where water temperatures by 
the afternoon were in the high 
70s. 

Since October, the Coast 
Guard had stopped 1,377 
Haitians, up from 972 during 
the same seven-month period 
last year. 


The ship’s sinking came as 
Haitian-American leaders met 
in Washington on Wednesday 
to lobby for temporary 
protective status, or TPS, for 
those from the country who 
make it to the U.S. 

It would be an emergency 
measure to keep people 
from being deported to 
their homeland so they can 
help their country recover 
following a natural disaster 
or major political upheaval. It 
has been granted to countries 
including El Salvador and 
Nicaragua but never to Haiti. 
“If not now, when?” Cheryl 
Little, executive director 
of the Florida Immigrant 
Advocacy Center, asked of 
potentially granting Haitians 


protective status. “The longer 
it takes the administration to 
decide whether to grant TPS, 
the more people may decide 
to attempt to make it to our 
shores.” 

Night fell on Riviera Beach, 
where numerous bodies were 
zipped into silver bags and 
wheeled off on gurneys after 
being unloaded from a Coast 
Guard boat. The search for 
others was continuing through 
the night. 

The Coast Guard said it was 
not known whether the boat’s 
captain and any crew members 
were among those found and 
survivors haven’t indicated 
who may have organized the 
trip. 

“We haven’t even asked those 
questions yet,” Fitton said.Q 


Chicago City Council 
OKs BPA baby bottle ban

CHICAGO - Chicago on Wednesday became the first U.S. 
city to adopt a ban on the sale of baby bottles and sippy cups 
containing the chemical BPA. 

The Chicago City Council approved the ban on a 48-0 vote and 
a spokeswoman for Mayor Richard M. Daley said he intends to 
sign it. The ban is slated to take effect Jan. 31, 2010. 

“This is an important step in a landmark consumer protection 
initiative. This legislation will protect Chicago’s children and 
send a clear message to other jurisdictions considering similar 
legislation,” said Alderman Manny Flores, co-sponsor of the 
measure. 

BPA, or bisphenol A, is used to harden plastics in many consumer 
products including CDs, sports safety equipment and reusable 
bottles. It’s also present in some food container linings. 

Experts disagree on whether it poses health risks to humans, but 
some manufacturers of baby bottles have voluntarily removed it 
because of safety questions. 

“We should err on the side of caution and not needlessly 
expose people to the harmful effects, especially children,” said 
Alderman Edward Burke, the measure’s other sponsor. 
Advocates say Chicago is the third jurisdiction in the country to 
ban BPA from baby bottles and sippy cups. New York’s Suffolk 
County became the first last month, and Minnesota passed a 
ban last week. Last year, Canada became the first country to 
announce plans for a similar ban. 

Some scientists and environmental advocates argue that BPA can 
mimic hormones and cause reproductive problems in children, 
but the chemicals industry says consumer products containing 
BPA pose no health threat. 

The U.S. Food and Drug Administration has said that FDA- 
approved products containing BPA that are currently on the 
market are safe; its review of BPA research is ongoing. 

A proposed federal ban on BPA in food containers is pending 
in Congress, and 24 states have pending bills that would restrict 
BPA, said Max Muller, program director of Environment 
Illinois, an advocacy group that supported Chicago’s ban. 

He called the city’s action “a good first step. Children have 
the highest exposure. It’s a limited approach but it’s targeting 
the most vulnerable people.” Consumer Reports publisher 
Consumers Union, which has sought a national ban on BPA in 
food containers, praised Chicago’s decision.^

Spokesman: Trial imminent 
for Myanmar’s Sun Kyi 


YANGON, Myanmar (AP) 
Myanmar’s military 
government planned to put 
detained opposition leader Aung 
San Suu Kyi on trial Thursday 
in connection with the intrusion 
of an American man who 
sneaked into her compound, a 
spokesman for her party said. 

A motorcade escorted by 
armed police left her home 


early Thursday and reached 
Yangon’s Insein Prison. It was 
not immediately known if Suu 
Kyi was in one of the vehicles, 
but her party’s spokesman, 
Nyan Win, had said earlier that 
she and the two women who 
live with her would be taken to 
a court at the prison compound 
for trial. 

Such a trial could justify 


another extension of Suu Kyi’s 
years-long detention, which 
officially ends May 27. In the 
past the junta — which regards 
the Nobel Peace laureate as 
the biggest threat to their rule 
— has found reasons to extend 
her periods of house arrest, 
which international jurors say is 
illegal even under Myanmar’s 
own law. 

It was not immediately clear 
what accusation she faced, but 
Myanmar exile groups said she 
was likely to be charged under a 
catchall public security law and 
could face a prison term of up to 
seven years. 

An American man, John William 
Yettaw, was arrested last week 
for allegedly swimming a lake 
to secretly enter Suu Kyi’s home 
and stay there for two days. His 
motives remain unclear. The 
intrusion raised fears that Suu 
Kyi may have been ensnared in 


activities that could put her in 
further legal trouble. 

One of many strict rules the 
junta imposes on citizens is that 
they must notify local officials 
about any overnight visitor who 
is not a family member. The law 
also states that foreigners are 
not allowed to spend the night 
at a local’s home. 

Some members of Suu Kyi’s 
party, the National League for 
Democracy, have been jailed for 
about two weeks for violating 
that law. Nyan Win said he was 
informed of the plan to try Suu 
Kyi and the two women who 
live with her by her lawyer, Kyi 
Win. Suu Kyi’s two helpers are 
Khin Khin Win, 65, and her 
daughter Win Ma Ma, 41, who 
have lived with her since she 
was last detained in 2003. 

Suu Kyi, 63, has already spent 
more than 13 of the last 19 
years — including the past six 


— in detention without trial for 
her nonviolent promotion of 
democracy, despite international 
pressure for her release. 

She has recently been ill, 
suffering from dehydration 
and low blood pressure. Her 
condition improved this week 
after a visit from a doctor who 
administered an intravenous 
drip, Nyan Win said on 
Tuesday. 

According to the U.S. Campaign 
for Burma, a Washington, D.C.- 
based lobbying group opposed 
to military rule in Myanmar, Suu 
Kyi and her two helpers were to 
be tried together with Suu Kyi’s 
personal doctor, Tin Myo Win, 
and Yettaw, starting at 7:30 a.m. 
(0000 GMT) at the court in the 
Insein Prison compound. 

The doctor was arrested without 
explanation last week, a day 
after Yettaw was taken into 
custody.

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Somalia insuigents vow light to topple govemmeot

MOGADISHU, Somalia 
(AP) — Pro-govemment 
militias and Islamic insurgents 
battled in Somalia’s capital 
Wednesday for a fourth day, as 
an insurgent leader vowed his 
forces would not relent until 
the government is overthrown. 
Since the weekend, both sides 
have pounded the northern 
part of the capital, Mogadishu, 
with mortars and gunfire in 
the worst violence in recent 
weeks. The Elman Human 
Rights Organization said 113 
civilians were killed between 
Saturday and Monday. On 
Tuesday there was a lull in 
the fighting. The organization 
also said 27,200 people had 
fled their homes as between 
Saturday and Tuesday. 

The renewed violence in the 
Horn of Africa nation pits pro- 
govemment fighters against 
those allied to al-Shabab, an 
insurgent group seeking to 
overthrow the Western-backed 
government and establish an 
Islamic state. 

Mohamed Haji, a 
businessmen, said he saw two 
bodies Wednesday near the 
Suq Bad market, one of the 
areas where fighting is taking 
place. Haji said he saw six 
wounded people. Fadumo Ali 
of Medina Hospital said six 
people wounded in the battles 


in northern Mogadishu had 
been brought in for treatment. 
Al-Shabab’s chairman, 

Mukhtar Abu Zubeyr, told 
local radio stations in an 
interview Wednesday the 
insurgents would not stop the 
fighting. 

“It will continue until we topple 
the so-called government,” he 
said. 

The U.S. State Department 
considers al-Shabab a terrorist 
organization with links to al- 
Qaida. 

A regular meeting in the 
Ethiopian capital of U.N., 
African Union and regional 
diplomats to review the 
situation in Somalia called 
Wednesday foraninvestigation 
to identify foreign nations, 
organization or individuals 
involved in destabilizing 
Somalia. 

The U.N.’s envoy to Somalia 
and Somalia’s national 
security minister said 
Tuesday that foreigners are 
fighting alongside the Somali 
insurgents. 

Omar Jamal, director 
of the nonprofit Somali 
Justice Advocacy Center in 
Minnesota, said he would be 
surprised if the government 
was still standing in a few days, 
“without getting support of the 
international community.” 
“Mogadishu is on the verge 
of collapse to these maniacs. 


If that happens, God have 
mercy on us,” Jamal told The 
Associated Press. 

Somali governmentspokesman 
Abdulkadir Walayo declined 
to comment. 

Somaliahasnothadaneffective 
government since 1991, when 
warlords overthrew longtime 
dictator Mohamed Siad 
Barre before turning on one 
another. Somalia’s transitional 
government was formed in 


2004, but has failed to assert 
control over the country. 

The insurgents have been trying 
to topple the government since 
late 2006, and the lawlessness 
has allowed piracy to flourish 
off Somalia’s coast. 

The U.S. worries that Somalia 
could be a terrorist breeding 
ground, particularly since 
Osama bin Laden declared 
his support for al-Shabab. The

To get to Jesus’ traditional 
birthplace of Bethlehem, 
Benedict crossed through 
the towering concrete slabs 
of the separation barrier 
Israel has erected to wall off 
the West Bank’s Palestinian 
areas. 

On a visit to a nearby refugee 
camp, he expressed regret 
over Israel’s construction 
of the separation barrier. 
A section of the barrier 
fortified by an Israeli 
military watchtower 

provided a stark backdrop 
as he spoke. In Bethlehem, 
he offered a prayer for Israel 
to lift its blockade of Gaza. 
But he also urged young 
Palestinians to “have 
the courage to resist any 
temptation to resort to acts 
of violence or terrorism.” 
It was his first direct 
mention of terrorism since 
he arrived in Jordan last 
Friday on a weeklong Holy 
Land pilgrimage aimed 
at inspiring peace and 
strengthening frayed ties 
with Muslims and Jews. 

At the Aida refugee 
camp, the pope said it 
was understandable that 
Palestinians feel frustrated. 
“Their legitimate aspirations 
for permanent homes, for 
an independent Palestinian 
state, remain unfilled,” he 
said. 

Benedict’s first visit to 
Bethlehem since becoming 
pope took on increased 
significance as he endorsed 
the idea of a homeland while 
standing on Palestinian soil. 
“Mr. President, the Holy 
See supports the right of 
your people to a sovereign 
Palestinian homeland in the 
land of your forefathers, 
secure and at peace with 
its neighbors, within 
internationally recognized 
borders,” he said, standing 
alongside Palestinian 
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President Mahmoud 

Abbas. 

Benedict’s Holy Land 
pilgrimage was meant 
largely to boost interfaith 
relations. But so far, it has 
been fraught with political 
land mines. Israelis have 
criticized the German- 
bom pope for failing to 
adequately express remorse 
for the Holocaust, while the 
Palestinians are pressing 
him to draw attention to the 
difficult conditions of life 
under Israeli rale. 

The pope also called for a 
Palestinian homeland when 
he arrived in Israel Monday 
for the five-day visit. Israeli 
Prime Minister Benjamin 
Netanyahu, who was in 
the audience, has resisted 
international pressure 
to endorse the idea of a 
Palestinian state alongside 
Israel. Netanyahu is to meet 
the pope on Thursday. 

At an open-air mass near 
Jesus’ traditional birth 
grotto, Benedict delivered 
a special message of 
solidarity to the 1.4 million 
Palestinians isolated in the 
Hamas-ruled Gaza Strip. 
He has no plans to visit 
Gaza. 

Israel recently waged a 
three-week war against 
Gaza militants that killed 
more than 1,150 people 
and badly damaged 
thousands of homes. The 


war compounded suffering 
already caused by an Israeli 
and Egyptian blockade 
of Gaza’s borders since 
Hamas wrested control of 
Gaza two years ago. 

“In a special way, my heart 
goes out to the pilgrims from 
war-tom Gaza: I ask you to 
bring back to your families 
and your communities my 
warm embrace, and my 
sorrow for the loss, the 
hardship and the suffering 
you have had to endure,” 
the pope told thousands of 
Palestinians who packed 
Manger Square, some 
hoisting Palestinian and 
Vatican flags and pictures 
of the pontiff and Jesus. 
“Please be assured of 
my solidarity with you 
in the immense work of 
rebuilding which now lies 
ahead, and my prayers that 
the embargo will soon be 
lifted,” he added. 

In a gesture for the pope’s 
visit, Israel allowed nearly 
100 members of Gaza’s 
tiny Christian community 
to travel through Israeli 
territory to the West Bank. 
Benedict’s singling out of 
Gaza “means that Gaza is 
in the pope’s heart,” said 
George Hemandz, bishop 
of the Holy Family Catholic 
church in Gaza City. “This 
a very courageous speech 
and we are satisfied.” 

At the refugee camp, home

to about 5,000 people, the 
pope was critical of Israel’s 
separation barrier. 

“In a world where more 
and more borders are being 
opened up ... it is tragic 
to see walls still being 
erected,” Benedict said. 
“How earnestly we pray for 
an end to the hostilities that 
have caused this wall to be 
built.” 

Israel says the barrier, 
which snakes hundreds of 
miles (kilometers) along 
the West Bank frontier, is 
a security measure. But 
the Palestinians say it is a 
land grab since it juts into 
areas they claim for a future 
independent state, leaving 
some 10 percent of the West 
Bank on the Israeli “side.” 
The pope, who has described 
himself as a “pilgrim of 
peace,” has been forced 
to navigate some of the 
touchiest political issues as 
he makes his way through 
Israel and the West Bank — 
his first visit to the region 
as the head of the Roman 
Catholic church. 

On Tuesday, the Vatican 
rallied to his defense, 
describing him as man of 
strong anti-Nazi credentials 
and a peacemaker after 
Israeli critics said he failed 
to apologize in a speech 
at Israel’s Holocaust 
memorial for what they see 
as Catholic indifference 


during the Nazi genocide. 
The Palestinians want the 
pontiff to put pressure on 
Israel during his visit. Before 
he arrived, Bethlehem 
residents expressed hope 
that he would use his moral 
authority to support their 
quest for independence. 
“Our pope is our hope” 
read posters hung around 
the town, which was also 
dotted with the yellow and 
cream flags of the Vatican 
and red, black, white and 
green Palestinian flags. 
While Benedict 

acknowledged Palestinian 
difficulties, he stopped 
short of blaming Israel. 

“I know how much you 
have suffered and continue 
to suffer as a result of the 
turmoil that has afflicted 
this land for decades,” he 
said. 

Abbas invoked the concrete 
separation barrier and the 
occupation in his greeting 
to the pontiff. 

“In this Holy Land, the 
occupation still continues 
building separation walls,” 
Abbas said. “Instead of 
building the bridge that can 
link us, they are using the 
force of occupation to force 
Muslims and Christians to 
emigrate.” 

Christians are a tiny 
minority among the 3.9 
million Palestinians who 
live in the West Bank and 
Gaza Strip.

“When he comes and visits 
us, it gives us moral and 
material support,” said 
Ramzi Shomali, a 27- 
year-old electric company 
worker.

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Italy cracks down on illegal immigrants, landlords

ROME (AP) — Italian 
lawmakers voted to fine 
illegal immigrants up to 
€10,000 ($13,670) and jail 
the people who house them, 
imposing stiff new penalties 
in an attempt to stem a flood 
of migrants on rickety boats 
from Africa. 

The legislation approved 
Wednesday by the lower 
house of parliament also 
lengthens the amount of time 
illegal migrants can spend in 
detention from two months to 
six months and allows towns 
and city officials to set up 
local citizen patrols. 

Premier Silvio Berlusconi’s 
conservative government is 
being pressured by the anti¬ 
immigrant Northern League 
party in its coalition to halt 
illegal migration as Italy’s 
economy shrinks in the global 
downturn, like others across 
Europe. 

But Italy’s plight is 
particularly acute because its 
largely unpatrolled coastline 
and islands close to Africa 
make it a destination of choice 
for smuggling operations 
working out of Libya and 
other countries. 

Some 36,000 migrants from 
Africa and elsewhere arrived 
in Italy by boat last year. 
Under an immigration law 
adopted when Berlusconi was 
last in power, immigrants must 
have a job awaiting them in 
order to get a residency permit. 
If illegal migrants don’tqualify 
for asylum, Italian authorities 
issue expulsion orders. But 
the Northern League has said 
those measures have failed to 
stem the influx, with hundreds 
of boat people continuing to 
arrive almost daily. 

The new legislation makes 
entering or staying in Italy 
without permission a crime 
punishable by a fine of €5,000- 
€10,000 ($6,840-$ 13,670). 

Migrants would not face 
prison, but the bill provides 
for up to three years in prison 
for anyone who knowingly 
rents housing to an illegal 
immigrant at the time a lease 
is signed or extended. 
Supporters of the bill easily 
won a 316-258 confidence 
vote. 


The measure must still be 
approved by the Senate, where 
Berlusconi’s forces also enjoy 
a majority. 

Some legal experts said that in 
real terms the new measures 
were merely symbolic because 
most illegal immigrants would 
not be able to pay the fine. 

But critics charged they could 
further marginalize those 
living in Italy illegally by 
making them afraid to seek 
medical help or to register 
their children at birth for fear 
of being turned in to police, 
fined and expelled. 

Italy receives the world’s 
fourth-highest number of 
asylum claims each year — 
after the United States, Canada 
and France. 

As part of its crackdown, Italy 
last week started sending back 
to Libya boatloads of migrants 
it intercepted in international 
waters without first screening 
them for asylum claims. The 
U.N. refugee agency, the 
Vatican and human rights 
organizations voiced outrage, 
saying Italy was breaching 
international law. 

The government, which has 
complained that it has been 
left by the European Union to 
deal with illegal immigration 
alone, has defended the 


new policy, saying the U.N. 
refugee agency can screen the 
migrants in Libya. 

In Greece, a major entry point 
for migrants seeking a better 
future in the EU, illegal entry 
is a misdemeanor punishable 
by 6 months to 5 years in 
prison and a fine, though it is 
rarely enforced. People who 
employ illegal migrants face 
imprisonment of 3 months to 
5 years. 

There is no law criminalizing 
illegal immigration in Spain, 
another frequent entry 
point for African migrants. 
Nevertheless, the number of 
arrivals in Spain’s Canary 
Islands has been decreasing 
over the past few years, thanks 
in part to better surveillance 
of African coasts and Spain’s 
own economic crisis. 

The Dutch actually pay 
illegal migrants, offering 
small amounts of cash as 
inducement for migrants to 
leave immediately after their 
requests to stay have been 
rejected, rather than burdening 
the legal system with further 
appeals. 

Center-right lawmaker Rocco 
Buttiglione said Italy’s new 
punishments could force 
migrants to turn to the Mafia 
or vigilante justice instead of 
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Italian Interior Minister Roberto Maroni shows the map of an 
operation that shipped more than 200 migrants who had been 
rescued in the Mediterranean Sea back to Libya, at a press 
conference in Rome, Thursday May 7, 2009.

IB Jason Taylor 
rejoins Dolphins

MIAMI (AP) — Linebacker Jason Taylor turned down $8.5 
million for another season with the Washington Redskins to 
return to the Miami Dolphins on a $1.5 million, one-year 
contract on Wednesday. 

The 34-year-old Taylor played his first 11 NFL seasons with 
Miami before being traded a year ago to Washington — a 
fallout from his stint on the TV show “Dancing With the 
Stars.” He was released by Washington in March after one 
injury-plagued season. 

The New England Patriots courted Taylor in recent weeks, 
but he wanted to return to South Florida, where he still 
lives. 

“My heart has always been in Miami, and so I’m truly 
excited to call myself a Dolphin once again,” Taylor said 
in a statement. “I was presented with a number of different 
opportunities, but in the end the combination of this being 
the best situation for my family, my love for this community 
and my tremendous loyalty to a great organization made this 
an easy decision.” 

Taylor made the Pro Bowl six times with Miami and was 
NFL Defensive Player of the Year in 2006. 

He didn’t like being away from his wife and three children 
last season and wanted to rejoin the Dolphins regardless of 
how much money Washington offered, said his agent, Gary 
Wichard. 

“Jason told me, Tell the Dolphins whatever fits their 
budget, I’m ready to play,”’ Wichard said. “There were no 
negotiations. It was always going to be Miami.” 

Wichard said he also turned down a couple of movie offers 
because Taylor didn’t want to be away from his family. 
Taylor has been plotting a Hollywood career since joining 
the Dolphins as a rookie in 1997, and he envisions himself 
in the kind of action roles that made Dwayne “The Rock” 
Johnson a movie star.Q

NEW YORK (AP) — LeBron 
James was a unanimous 
selection to the All-NBA first 
team on Wednesday, after 
leading Cleveland to a team- 
best regular-season record and 
a pair of playoff sweeps of the 
Detroit Pistons and Atlanta 
Hawks. 

James was put on the first 
team on every ballot of 122 
sportswriters and broadcasters 
who regularly cover the 
league. Los Angeles Lakers 
star Kobe Bryant finished 
second in voting, making 
the first team on 119 ballots, 
while Dwight Howard of 
the Orlando Magic, Dwyane 
Wade of the Miami Heat and 
Dirk Nowitzki of the Dallas 
Mavericks rounded out the 
first team. 

James, the league’s MVP, was 
a first-team selection for the 
second straight season after 
finishing second in the NBA 
in scoring average at 28.4 
points and ranking in the top 
10 in steals and assists. He led 
the Cavaliers to a team-best 
66-16 record, including a 39-2 
mark at home, and the team’s 
first top seed in the playoffs. 
They’ve only been gaining 
momentum since then. 

The Cavaliers made it 8-for- 
8 in the playoffs on Monday, 
completing a second straight 
sweep with an 84-74 win over 
the Hawks. Along with their 
dominant sweep of Detroit, 
Cleveland has won an NBA- 
record eight consecutive 
playoff games by double 
figures. 

The Cavaliers should be 
well-rested for the Eastern 
Conference finals against 
Boston or Orlando, a series 
the Celtics lead 3-2 entering 
Game 6 on Thursday. 

Howard had 17 rebounds but 
just 12 points while taking 
only 10 shots in the Magic’s 
92-88 loss on Tuesday, but he’s 
the biggest reason Orlando is 
still alive. 

After becoming only the fourth 
player to lead the league in 
rebounding and blocked shots 
since 1973-74, when the block 
became an official statistic, 


the 6-foot-11 forward has 
averaged 20 points and leads 
all players with 16.1 rebounds 
in the postseason. 

Bryant finished third in the 
league with 26.8 points, 
leading the Lakers to a Western 
Conference-best 65-17 finish. 
He needed only three quarters 
to score 26 points on Tuesday, 
when the Lakers routed the 
Houston Rockets 118-78 
to take a 3-2 lead in their 
series. They play Game 6 on 
Thursday. 

Wade was a first-team selection 
for the first time after leading 
the league in scoring at 30.2 
points, finishing second in 
steals and eighth in assists. He 
also became the fifth player in 
league history to reach 2,000 
points, 500 assists, and 150 
steals in a single season. 
Nowitzki was the league’s 
fourth-leading scorer and 
helped the Mavericks to a 50- 
32 finish. 

“This is a great honor and 
means that you have played 


solid basketball for the whole 
season,” Nowitzki said. “This 
is about being consistent and 
helping the team night in and 
night out.” 

Dallas beat the San Antonio 
Spurs in five games in the 
first round of the playoffs, 
but was on the brink of 
elimination entering Game 5 
against the Denver Nuggets 
late Wednesday. The All-NBA 
second team consisted of New 
Orleans guard Chris Paul, 
Brandon Roy of the Portland 
Trail Blazers, Tim Duncan of 
the Spurs, Paul Pierce of the 
Celtics and Houston center 
Yao Ming, who sustained a 
season-ending stress fracture 
in his left foot in Game 3 
against the Lakers. 

The third team has Denver’s 
Chauncey Billups and San 
Antonio’s Tony Parker at

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Ivo Morales no descarta ruptura 

relaciones con Peru 


LA PAZ (Reuters) - El 
presidente de Bolivia, Evo 
Morales, dejo abierta el 
miercoles la posibilidad de 
una ruptura de relaciones 
diplomaticas con Pern, como 
consecuencia de una disputa 
sobre el asilo otorgado por 
Lima a ex ministros bolivianos 
procesados por genocidio. 
“Eso oportunamente 

definiremos (...), esta en 
debate interno, es parte de un 
debate y un analisis profundo 
dentro del Gobierno”, dijo 
el mandatario indigena en 
respuesta a una pregunta 
periodistica sobre si preveia 
una ruptura diplomatica entre 
los dos paises miembros de la 
Comunidad Andina. 

Morales hizo la declaracion a 
corresponsales intemacionales 
al dia siguiente de que el 
Gobierno de Alan Garcia 
confirmara que dio asilo a tres 
ex ministros bolivianos que 
deben someterse la proxima 
semana a un juicio en la Corte 
Suprema por una masacre y 
delitos economicos. 


Esos tres ministros integran 
una lista de 17 personas, 
encabezadas por el ex 
presidente Gonzalo Sanchez de 
Lozada -refugiado en Estados 
Unidos-, que enfrentan un 
juicio de responsabilidades por 
una masacre de manifestantes y 
delitos economicos cometidos 
en octubre del 2003. 

“Estamos analizando 

seriamente estas actitudes 
del presidente Alan Garcia y 
su Gobierno. Estas actitudes 
(...) ponen en alto riesgo las 
relaciones diplomaticas con 
el Gobierno y con el pueblo 
boliviano”, dijo Morales. 

“En las epocas de las dictaduras 
militares en Latinoamerica 
el asilo o refugio era para 
defender los derechos 
humanos, ahora es para 
defender a los delincuentes 
(...) eso hace Alan Garcia”, 
agrego. 

La crisis estallo el pasado 
domingo, cuando el presidente 
boliviano denuncio como 
“provocacion” a la decision 
peruana de dar el asilo 


solicitado por los tres ex 
ministros, que huyeron al 
aproximarse el juicio oral que 
culminara un proceso iniciado 
hace mas de cinco anos por 
denuncia de Morales, entonces 
diputado. 

Hace dos semanas, Pern otorgo 
asilo politico por “razones 
humanitarias” al lider opositor 
venezolano Manuel Rosales, 
quien enfrenta en su pais 
acusaciones de corrupcion 
y afirma que es perseguido 
politico del Gobierno de Hugo 
Chavez, aliado de Morales. 
Tras la decision, Venezuela 
anuncio el retiro de su 
embajador en Pern y puso en 
evaluacion las relaciones con 
Lima. 

Las fricciones entre Bolivia 
y Pern empezaron en el 
2007, cuando Lima solicito 
a La Paz la extradicion de 
Walter Chavez, acusado de 
terrorismo en Pern y de ser 
recaudador del Movimiento 
Revolucionario Tupac Amaru 
(MRTA).Q
